BASIS OUTLINED 


Delegates Also to Attend Congress 
of International Co-operative 
Alliance 


KANSAS CITY.—Delegates from 
Australia, South Africa, Egypt, China, 
Bulgaria, Holland, the Scandinavian 
countries, France, Britain, Cuba and 
other Latin American Countries, and 
the U.S.A., are expected to attend the 
meetingin Zurich, Switzerland, on Oct. 
Ist to consider and probably adopt a 
constitution and by-laws for an Inter- 
national Co-operative Petroleum As- 
sociation. 

Following the oil conference they 
will attend the congress of the Inter- 
national Co-operative Alliance, also 
to be held in Zurich, during the week 
of October 6th, a session which is 
expected to bring co-operative leaders 
of 38 or 40 countries together for the 
first time since the war. 

The decision to meet at Zurich was 
made by an oil subcommittee of the 
International Co-operative Trading 
Agency, London, July 3rd. Sir Arthur 

acDonald,. secretary of the com- 
mittee and business manager of the 
English Co-operative Wholesale So- 
ciety, was instructed to prepare the 
necessary papers. ‘The subcommittee 
was created last September, to explore 
the possibilities of a world oil co- 
operative, at a meeting in London 
at which L. A. Cowden, president 
Consumers’ Co-operative Association, 
repeated the proposal he had made 
at Paris nine years 'before—a ‘proposal 
which was shelved when World War {I 
began. 

International Committee 


On that oil subcommittee, also, are 
Albin Johansson, manager, Koopera- 
tiva Forbundet, Stockholm; J. T. 
Davis, a director of the Co-operative 
Wholesale Society, Manchester; Neil 
S. Beaton, president, Scottish Co- 
operative Wholesale Society, Glasgow; 
A.J; Cleuet, of the French Co-opera- 
tive Wholesale Society, Paris, and 
Cowden, of Kansas City. 

Consumers Co-operative Association, 
a wholesale engaged principally in 
petroleum, is currently exporting pet- 
roleum products to many of these 
countries. The world oil co-operative, 
when launched, probably will begin 
on a brokerage basis as importer and 
exporter of such products for its 
member co-operatives. In time it

Horse Co-operative Opens 
Annual Meeting Today 


With about 5,000 members, the 
Horse Co-operative Marketing Asso- 
ciation, is holding its second annual 
meeting in Swift Syren today (Aug- 
ust 16th). Renovated or reconstructed 
during the year, the two processing 
plants, at Edmonton and Swift Cur- 
rent, are killing horses at the rate of 
about 1,000 per week; they are ship- 
ping pickled meat in barrels to the 
Belgian Government, and canned meat 
to UNRRA for the distressed coun- 
tries of Europe. In addition, a sub- 
stantial quantity of meat and offal is 
prepared for-use by fur ranchers in 
Canada. The Co-operative also oper- 
ates two pastures in connection with 
a recent contract with UNRRA for 
shipment of live horges overseas.

Competitive Factor re Farm Pro- 
ducts Will Be Increasingly 
Felt in World Markets 


By M. McDOUGALL 
(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 


OTTAWA, Aug. 14th.—Within a 
few weeks, according to agricultural 
authorities here, there will be a par- 
ticularly heavy run of cattle into 
markets, is to be expected. So far 
this year, that is to the end of July 
inspected slaughterings hawe totalled 
774,531 compared with 833,314 in the 
same period of 1945, a derline of 7.1 
per cent. For Western Canada the 
comparative figures have been 489,393 
compared with 485,585, showing a 
slight increase, whilein Eastern Canada 
there was a decline of 18 per cent from 
347,729 to 285,138. 

Covering the general reasons for the 
decrease in the East, it is explained 
that during recent years marketings 
have been heavy. In addition there 
has been the shortage of feed. In 
recent years also, Western plants have 
had a greater run of. cattle than they 
could handle, and the Eastern plants 
have helped to absorb the surplus. 


Purchases for Britain and UNRRA 


There are already indications that 
marketings will immediately be onthe 
up grade. The recent hot weather 
has hastened the ripening of the har- 
vests. If crops are early, livestock 
marketings. are- early. In the West 
marketings continue favorable. It is 
believed that cattle from Western 
ranches will come off grass in good 
condition. for slaughtering. So far 
this year—that is to the end of July— 
about 135,000,000 lbs. of beef have 
been purchased for shipment to Britain, 
and in the same seven months 61,000,- 
000 pounds of canned meat have gone 
forward, mainly to UNRRA for its 
humanitarian activities. 

In the general marketing picture, 
it is stated, there is no- difficulty of 
selling quality stock. Beef in this 
category not only gets the best price, 
but the sale is quickest. It is with 
the poorer quality that the sale is 
difficult. 

While the marketing outlook for the 
surplus farm products is for the time 
being assured, it has to be recognized 
that the time is not far distant when 
the competitive factor will be increas- 
ingly felt in world markets. Here 
again it is the hallmark of quality 
that will determine Canada’s place 
in ‘these markets. The reason is that 
the rehabilitation of agriculture in 
European countries is making very 
considerable headway. Seed and feed

Replies to Enquiries 
Line Fence Cost—Income Tax and 
Dairy Cattle Sale 


R.A.M.—(a) The Line Fence Act 
of Alberta provides that owners of 
adjoining parcels of land shall bear 
the expense of the erection, mainten- 
ance and repair of a line fence in 
equal shares. This act applies gener- 
ally without reference to whether a 
so-called Herd law has been passed by 
& municipality. When the owner of 
one parcel of adjoining land has 
erected a line fence the owner of the 
other adjoining parcel must pay his 
share of the expense as soon as he 
obtains any benefit from it, and in 
the event of -dispute provision is 
made fory arbitration. The question 
is, therefore, whether or not you have 
obtained any benefit from the line 
i That is a question 
of fact which would require more 
information before an opinion can be 
given. 

(b) The subject of whether the 
proceeds of sale of dairy cattle are, 
or are not, subject to income tax, has 
been discussed by farm organizations 
for some time past and some provision 
has been made by the Income Tax 
Department. One would have to have 
full particulars of your sale and the 
history of your farming operations to 
answer your question more definitely. 
You should see your Inspector of In- 
come Tax or a reputable firm of

this is to select with careful con- 
sideration those who are to manage 
your organization. : . 

While money, of course, is nec- 
essary, and good business’ sense 
should always prevail, money 
should never be the guiding factor 
in your co-operative. Remember, 
the ideal is what counts. 

The co-operator must believe 
that the co-operative belongs to 
him or her.. If there are short- 
comings, he or she must be willing 
to take a share of the blame and 
not try to put it all on that other 
“so-and-so”. If there is anything 
wrong with your co-operative, it 
is not because the basic principle 
is in error, but it can only be 
because the members themselves 
have failed in their duty. 


For Usual Type Fence 


| H.W.W.—I do not think you can 
be required to pay half the cost of a 
line fence made of woven wire. The 
Act requires you to pay your share of 
the cost of a line fence when you 
obtain the benefit from it and provides 
for arbitration to decide the type of 
fence necessary and the share of costs 
which each party should pay. I 
think you should be willing to pay 
your share of the usual type of line 
fence only. 


Partnerships 


Anx.—If ‘‘A” and ‘“‘B” enter \and 
carry on business as a partnership, 
each is responsible to the extent of his 
resources for. the liabilities of the part- 
nership, regardless of the amount which 
each has actually contributed to the 
partnership capital. 


The letters ‘‘Ltd.” or the word 
“Limited”? cannot be used in a part- 
nership name, but only in the name of 
a- Company incorporated under the 
appropriate Company or Co-operative 
Acts. Having regard to the present 
provisions of the Income War Tax 
Act, incorporation as a limited com- 

any may not suit the average farm 

usiness. Your difficulty may be met 
somewhat by a proper partnership 
agreement in writing, under which 
each partner agrees not to incur any 
liability beyond a stated amount with- 
out the consent of the other partner 
or partners. As against creditors 
generally, however, each partner is 
responsible for partnership debts.

While these trucks are not as prac- 
tical as the standard type, they will 
certainly be of service to the many 
farmers unable to secure trucks from 
other sources. It is hoped that the 
balance of the 200 or even more can 
be made available at an early date, 
as the need is drastic, as shown by 
1,060 applications. received at this 
office.

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ACTION URGENTLY NEEDED 


H. W. Allen, President of the Alberta Livestock 
Co-operative, in a statement outlined in this issue, 
appeals for some clear-cut and authoritative pro- 
nouncement from the Canadian Meat Board on 
the subject of prices and policies which may affect 
the marketing of cattle in the immediate future 
and in 1947. | 

At the same time, Mr. Allen stresses the need 
for all concerned {with the welfare of the swine 
industry, including Governments, both Provin- 
cial and Dominion, to get together and determine 
a policy that will offer “‘some chance of reviving 
this faltering branch of agriculture.” 

In both of these matters, we are confident Mr. 
Allen voices the views and interests of livestock 
producers in this Province. It will also be generally 
agreed that, to quote his words, “if the conditions 
surrounding the production of hogs were as favorable 
in Alberta as they are in Ontario, Alberta’s produc- 
tion would be as far ahead of Ontario’s as it was in 
1943 and 1944.” It would be “tragic if in this 
Province, so dependent on the expansion of mixed 
farming, this key industry should be left in. its 
present discouraging position.” 


AN IMPORTANT SUMMER CONFERENCE 


Indicative of the great progress which has been 
made in the field of education in the principles and 
practice of co-operation in the United States, is 
the program of the 18th Annual Summer Session 
of the American Institute of Co-operation, to be 
held at Purdue University, Lafayette, Indiana, 
from August 26th to 30th inclusive. 

Accommodation is being provided for between 
two and three thousand men and women, and 
leaders in agricultural co-operatives from all parts 
of the republic will take part in the program, of 
which we have seen a draft copy. Among the 
speakers from Canada will be A. B. MacDonald, 
National Organizer of the Co-operative Union of 
Canada, who will discuss ‘Canadian Experience in 
Co-operative Education”, and L. Hancock, Super- 


vising Grader for the Department of Agriculture, 


Winnipeg, whose subject will be “Canadian Experi- 


ence in Carcass Grading.”’

Since so little is known of these safeguards of 
British and thus of Canadian freedom, it is perhaps 
natural that a majority of Canadians should have 
remained apparently indifferent to the threat to the 
freedom of every one of us which results from the 
contemptuous brushing aside by the Kellock- 
Taschereau Commission, of the rights enjoyed by the 


citizen under British institutions for hundreds of — 


years. |

Where Pensioners Get $50 ‘‘And Up”’ at 65, and Benefits Too

URING the last session of Parliament at Ottawa, Health Mini- 
ster Claxton made the statement. that in no country in the 
world do old age beneficiaries receive as much as $50-per month. 

We find that the Minister is not so well informed as a Dominion Health 


Minister of Canada might be. 
sioners and seeing their allotment 
more than $50. 


After talking to several old age pen-

In the state of Washington, directly south of British 


Columbia, thére is. what their citizens proudly acclaim, one of the 
best set-ups in the world for the aged. 


Many Benefits Besides Pensions 


At the age of 65 years, if they are 
U.S. citizens and have lived in the 
State five years, they are eligible to 
$50 per month. They are allowed to 
own their own home and a car and 
will such property to whomever 
they wish, if the willis properly drawn 
up. Other benefits which they receive 
are: absolutely free hospitalization 
with choice of doctors; free optometrist 
service including eye-glasses; free den- 
tal care including dentures; free hear- 
ing aids; free medicine and $100 con- 
tribution in case of death toward 
funeral expenses. Nor is this all. 
Adjustments have been made lately 
due to rising cost of living. 

For example, say an old couple 
have been living for several years on 
$50 a month each or $100 for both; 
one dies and the other finds living is 
not as economical for one as two. 
He or she can appeal to his or her 
local welfare board.. The agent comes 
out to investigate and after questions, 
etc., has the power to raise the allow- 
ance. These agents are often women 
of middle age with intelligent experi- 
ence and so are trusted to use their 
own conclusions. We know of one 
case where a widower was allowed 
$64 a month. 

While employers do not generally 
hire holders of Social Security cards, 
which all old age pensioners carry, 
this was overlooked in the war period 
to some extent. Holders of cards are 
not barred, however, from doing odd 
jobs or side lines in the home—mowing 
lawns, sewing and other piece work. 


Method of Financing 


Naturally. you ask how all of this 
is financed. The state pays the whole 
bill, looks after the cases through co- 
operation with the various county 
- governments which correspond, on a 
larger scale, to the Municipal Units 
in Alberta. A 3 per cent consumer tax

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A Few Notes on Establishing 
A Profitable Dairy Herd: .... 


By THE FIELDMAN 
There are four pre-requisites to success in establishing 


a profitable Dairy herd: 


1. Feed capacity and dairy temperament in the cows. 


2. Longevity. 
3. Persistant yield, and 


4. Regular calving. 


The High Producing Cow 

The high producing cow must have 
the capacity to consume large amounts 
of feed and convert them into milk 
instead of putting them into flesh and 
fat. This characteristic is dependent 
on certain glands in the cow's body 
and can be measured only by herd 
testing. There are no external indi- 
cations of conformation which give 
any definite assurance of how much 
milk a cow is capable of giving during 
her lifetime. 

The length of time a cow remains 
in the herd is important, because the 
offspring of a cow which has proved 
her worth command higher prices than 
if her breeding and producing ability 
have not been determined. Also, as 
long as the cow remains a profitable 

roducer, it is not necessary to replace 
bar with another animal. This re- 
duces replacement costs. In America, 
it is estimated that the cost of raising 
a heifer calf from birth until she 
drops her first calf usually amounts to 
a sum equal to income over food cost 
during her first two lactations. A cow 
is thus four years old before she has 
returned the cost of rearing and is 
ready to return a net income to her 
owner. Consequently, one cow retain- 
ed in a herd until ten years of age, 
other things being equal, is as valu- 


able as three other cows leaving the 


herd as six-year-olds. 
Persistent Yield 

Persistent yield is a low rate of 
decrease from month to month. It 
accounts in a large measure for the 
difference between high producers and 
moderate ones. High daily production 
during the first month of the lactation 
is desirable, but cows which sustain 
high phen gpewie during the sixth, 
seventh and eighth months, while they 
are most desirable members of the 
herd should not be exploited to the 
extent that they may fail to receive 
a rest period of six to ten weeks, 
which is essential for high production. 

Some cows are regular breeders, 
conceiving with only one service, while 
other cows get in calf only after sev- 
eral services. The most profitable cow 
is the one that makes a good record 
and produces a living calf:every 12 
months. One month’s production just 
after calving is usually worth two or 
three months’ milk yield after a cow 
has milked for 12 months. 

All these points are further explained 
in a great Dairy Film ‘The Sctence of 
Milk Production’ which the C.A.D. 
Pool will show in your district soon.

Big Toll on Income 
of Dairyman Taken 
by Mastistis Yearly 


Mastitis each year takes a tre- 
mendous toll in dollars. In one state, 
veterinarians estimate that producers 
lose about 300 million pounds of milk 
annually due to mastitis. 

Two Types of Infection 

There are two types of the infec- 
tion—chronic and acute. The acute 
form results in the udder being swollen 
and becoming hot and painful. The 
milk is markedly changed in appear- 
ance. This form of mastitis should 
be treated at once, of course. 

The acute form may. be noticed at 
once and taken care of, but the chronic 
form is more serious in that oftentimes 
there is little or no external signs of 
the disease. The udder maybe slightly 
inflamed and the milk may be changed 
slightly. This type of mastitis is the 
most costly. 

Chronic mastitis should be treated 
when the cow is nearing the end of her 
lactation or is dry.. Drugs may be 
forced up the teat canal of the infected 
quarters. The relatively new drug, 
penicillin, has been used. with very 
successful results after a short treat- 
ment. 

Prevention Surest Cure 

However, the surest method of pre- 
venting mastitis losses is to prevent 
its occurring in the herd. There is 
much advice given by the various 
experiment stations on the subject. 
In brief, they advocate washing the 
cow’s udder with a chlorine solution 
before milking; avoid wet-hand milking 
or milking on the floor; limit the use 
of the milking machine to three min- 
utes; sterilize the teat cups between 
each milking; and clean the floor of 
the dairy barn periodically with a 
hot lye solution. 

Some producers believe that of these 
points the limiting of the milking ma- 
chine is the most important. Not only 
does it help the general health of the 
cow, but it speeds up the whole milk- 
ing process. Because cows are crea- 
tures of habit, it has been found that 
leaving the machine on longer often 
will be painful to her and will graduall 
cause her to hold back her milk. 
she is not dry at the end of three 
minutes the rest of the milking should 


_be done by hand. 


Some Indirect Aids 

There are other aids in preventing 
mastitis that are not as direct as those 
listed above. Use plenty of clean 
bedding and superphosphate the stall 
floors. Prevent the cows from walking 
through mud deep enough to come in 
contact with their udders. And in the 
summer insect control will help kee 
the animals quiet while being milked. 

A periodic inspection of the milk 
from each cow should reveal those 
cases of chronic mastititis that have few 
outward indications. A herd free from 
mastitis is one that will keep down 
veterinary expense and extra labor 
to the producer.

Sour Milk.—Each season of the year 
brings its own peculiar problem. This 
season has been no exception and our 
chief worry has been again that of 
Sour Milk. 

Producers blame everybody, from 
the trucker to the General Manager, 
when they get returned to them a 
can or two of sour milk. Miles of 
paper and gallons of ink have been 
used in the past in instructing pro- 
ducers how to produce a high quality 
milk and a few reminders will help 
our friends to eliminate the loss to 
themselves caused by one or two 
essentials that have been overlooked. 

A Few Essentials.—When milk is 
drawn from the udder it is a Grade A 

roduct. What happens to it when 
it leaves the udder for the pail deter- 
mines its quality when it reaches. the 
processing plant. | 

If the milker’s hands are clean and 
the pails properly sterile and the milk 
is cooled immediately after being 
strained through a filter disc, your 
milk will be sweet and of good quality.

Milk properly produced will stay sweet 
for a considerable time, even though 
it stands in the sun on your milk stand 
for several hours. 

Our truckers strive to give a regular 
pick-up service, but there are times 
when they are late and when this 
occurs, the trucker is blamed for sour 
milk. 

His truck will have a load of possibly 
one hundred cans—all sweet and of 
good quality. Much of this milk will 
have stood on a stand just as long as 


the milk that turned sour. So Friends, 
next time you have a can of sour milk 
returned, stop and think whether you 
had neclected to do one of the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Clean off the cow’s udder. 

2. Milk with clean hands. 

3. Pails properly sterile. 

4. Milk strained through filter disc. 

5. Milk cooled quickly after milking.

Ask Statement on Prices 
To Be Expected on Higher 
Grades Beef Cattle in Fall 


Some authoritative statement from 
the Canadian Meat Board, for the 
benefit of those feeding cattle, ‘‘clearly 
outlining the prices that may be 
expected for the higher grades of beef 


. during the falt months, and later, in 


the winter and in the spring of 1947,” 
is being sought by the Executive of 
the Alberta Livestock Co-operative 
through the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture. 

Referring to the recent raising of 
the ceilings on Red and Blue brand 
beef to $21.25 and $20.25 respectively 
for domestic consumption, the Execu- 
tive state, “it is not clear what price 


‘will be paid for these products, if and 


when they are sold to the Meat Board 
for export. In other words, what will 
the floor on export prices be for all 
grades of beef during the remaining 
months of 1946 and the spring of 1947? 
Will the floor on export prices remain 
the same as in 1945; namely, $20 for 
Red brand and $19 for Blue brand, or 
will it be advanced to a point 25 cents 
below the ceiling prices—as was done 
in 1945. 

“Will the present ceiling and floor 
prices on all grades of beef remain as 
at present during the spring of 1947, 
or will the ceiling prices of top grades 
be advanced? In other words, what 
may cattle feeders expect of prices 
for their winter-fed cattle?.. A. similar 
statement in connection with lambs, 
winter-fed, should also be forthcoming.”

are going into these countries and 
livestock breeding, so long haphazard, 
is going ahead. Progress has been 
retarded by the dislocation of railway 
transportation, and this is of course 
related to coal supplies. The food 
situation has of course also been a 
retarding factor. . : 
FAO Conference September 
In connection with the general food 
picture, an intimate and at the same 
time broad survey of the food situation 
in a great number of countries will be 
dealt: with at the forthcoming FAO 


(Food and Agriculture Organization) » 


conference to be held at Copenhagen 
beginning on the first of September. 
The delegates will have. before them 
the information that has been gatnered 
since the first FAO conference at 
Quebec in October and November, 
1945. One of the reasons why the 
meeting is being held in Denmark 
is that that country is now in a favor- 
able food situation. Canada will be 
represented by Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
Minister of Agriculture, who will be 
accompanied by his bride; by Dr. 
G. 8. H. Barton, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, and one of the fifteen 
members of the organization’s- execu- 
tive; by Dr. J. F. Booth, head of the 
Economics Division of Agricultural 
Department; Dr. ‘ Hopper, 
Principal Economist of the same divi- 
sion of the Federal Department of 
Agriculture; and Dr. E. S. Archibald, 
who is now in Britain attending the 
Imperial Agricultural Bureaux con- 
ference. ‘ 
Hog Marketing Situation 

Hog marketings are down 28 per 
cent in comparison with last year, 
and there is no immediate prospect of 
change. The whole export market 
situation in relation to bacon, it is 
pointed out, rests on the two supports 
of (1) quality, and (2) continuity of 
supply. The record of the producers 
of bacon during the war years has 
created goodwill for Canadian bacon 
in our main export market. The farm- 
ers of Canada deserve a great deal of 
credit for the extent and quality of 
their bacon production. That is 
acknowledged everywhere. It is equal- 
ly well known that the export problem 
rests on unrelaxing vigilance in rela- 
tion to the principles of maintaining 
and improving quality and keeping 
up supply. It is further important to 
have a long range view of the best 
interests of the industry in foreign 
markets, and not to break the chain 
in continuity to the established mark- 
ets by taking advantage of a transitory 
chance of making a better profit in 
some other market. 

Sugar Ration and Canning 

The increase in the sugar ration, 
although not a very great increase, 
hasbeen well received by housewives 
everywhere, as it will permit of more 
fruit canning. There has been a record 
oor of peaches in British Columbia 
and Ontario, and such a large crop 
presents its problems. Hitherto, for 
some years, there has been a marked 
absence of this fruit from the grocer’s 
and ;fruit dealer’s shelves. This has 
been due to the short fruit ration, the 
low crop yields in some years and the 
shipments-for use of the armed forces. 
Now there should be much improve- 
ment. 

This will also be felt in the case of 
tomato ketchup, which has been in 
short supply. Not a great deal of 
sugar is used in putting up ketchup 
but enough to make production being 
governed by its short supply. There 
is a good crop of tomatoes. There will 
be more tomato juice, more soft 
drinks, pastry and candy, all adding 
to the amenities of life on the farm as 
well as in other homes throughout the 
country. Z

We Must Achieve Unity and Strive for One Hundred 
Per Cent Organization 


Warwick Farm, 
Edgerton, Alberta. 


Dear Farm Women.: 

Again we are approaching what, in 
a sense, is the climax of the year for 
so many farmer families. There will 
be some who will be well, satisfied 
with the reward Nature has given. 
them. There will be others who, 
according to their dispositions, will be 
grateful for the portion meted out to 
them or will be grouching they did not 
get more. Unfortunately, too, there 
will be those to whom Nature has 
seemed to be most unkind. With 
them we sympathize and we who are 
older at the game, I think, feel espe- 
cially sorry for the younger ones who 
are just making the start. We have 
grown more accustomed to the vagar- 
ies of her treatment. Also in a sense 
our needs are not so numerous. Or 
possibly we have grown accustomed 
to classifying more of them as luxuries 
and find we can do without them. 


Part We As Citizens Play 

In addition to hearing of the part 
Nature plays in the returns the farmer 
receives, we seem this year to be 
hearing more than is usual of the 
art we as citizens of the country play. 

’e have been hearing of the stabilized 
price the Government has made with 
Great Britain for wheat for a period 
of years. While it is not as high a 
price as could have been wished, still 
we are glad of the step that has been 
taken. If that same step could be 
taken with other commodities the 
farmer has for sale, then he could 
begin to really plan in a more business- 
like manner instead of gamble as he 
does in a sense at present. 

I sometimes wonder if those who 
have not been connected with the 
armers’ organizations through the 
years have any conception of the work 
that lies behind even that one step. 
Did any Government suddenty take 
it on themselves to take this one 
step which is in the farmers’ interests? 
Not by any means. It is because 
different organizations have pressed 
the farmers’ viewpoint through the 
years, that this has been done. Some 
men have played a prominent part in 
the work. Others have been the 
dependable rank and file to be relied 
on for their loyal support, and those 
are as necessary as the Teaders. 

Sometimes we get rather a surprise 
at an expression of opinion which 
shows little realization of the work 
of any one branch of the organized 
farmers and what it may have accom- 


. plished. Some may give expression to 


such an opinion because of having 
done little themselves and some be- 
cause they were so immersed in one 
particular branch they lost sight of 
the work of others. 


Unity Would Give.Greater Strength 
We here in Alberta have three 
farmers’ educational organizations— 
the United Farmers of Alberta, the 
Alberta Farmers’ Union and _ the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture— 
all ‘working for the betterment of 
conditions for the farmer. It is being 


realized by the great majority that - 


it would place the farmer in a much 
stronger position if these bodies united 
and spoke as one. That is not some- 
thing Gopendent on the vagaries of 
Nature, but on ourselves. 

We can but trust that this amalga- 
mation will soon be accomplished. In 
the meantime, no matter the loyalty 
any may have to his or her own organi- 
zation, it is to be hoped that the 
members of no one body will try to 


build” up their” membership by criti- ~~ 


cizing the others and attempting to 


pull them down. Rather, there should 
be the one aim in view, of working for 


the amalgamation, and then for each, 


and every member to work for a 
one-hundred-percent organized farm 
people.

Tulips should be planted in Sep- 
tember and October, so that now is 
the time to secure bulbs. Cottage, 


Triumph, Darwin and Breeder varie- 
ties bloom in late May and June. 


Embroidery Patterns may be used 
a second or third time by tracing the 
design with 1 tbs. strong bluing in 
which 1 tsp. white sugar has been 
dissolved, using toothpick or .pen. 
Let dry and stamp with hot iron as 
usual. Markings will come out when 
article is laundered. 

Honeycomb Pudding: Pour 1/2 cup 
hot milk over 1/2 cup shortening, and 
beat; add 1/2 cup flour, pinch of salt, 
1/2 cup sugar; then add 3 eggs, beaten, 
and lastly add 1/2 cup dark molasses 
in which 1 tsp. soda has been dissolved. 
Beat well, turn into greased dish, and 
bake or steam. 


Cooked Salad Dressing: Beat to- 
gether 1 large or two smaller eggs and 
3 tbs. vinegar; add 1/3 cup milk, 1 
tbs. butter or mild-flavored dripping, 
1/2 tsp. mustard, a dash of paprika 
and, if liked, 1/8 tsp. celery seed. 
Cook in double boiler. 

Sour Cream Dressing: Whip 1/2 
cup sour cream, then gradually add 


1 tbs. sugar, 1/4 tsp. salt, a little 
pepper, 1 tbs. lemon juice, 2 tbs. 
vinegar. Keep cream cold while 


whipping, and avoid over-beating, 
which will churn cream into butter. 

Potato Stuffing: For chicken or 
other meat. Combine 2 cups‘ un- 
seasoned mashed potatojgl cup stale 
breadcrumbs, 1 beaten ew, 3. Sos, 
finely minced onion, 1/4 cup melted 
fat, 1 tsp. salt, 1/4 tsp. pepper, 1 tsp. 
sage. 

Rolled Oats Meat Loaf: Cook 1 cup 
rolled oats in 2 cups water; add 1-1/2 
lbs. ground beef, 1/2 lb. ground pork, 
2 tbs. chopped onion, 2-1/2 tsp. salt, 
1/8 tsp. pepper; form into loaf; bake 
10 minutes in hot oven then reduce 
heat to moderate and continue cooking 
for 1-1/2 hours. Serve hot or cold. 
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“Kitchen Fugue” New 
Kaye-Smith Book 


Sheila Kaye-Smith is among, Brit- 
ain’s best known women novelists. 
Her books, virile and with a smell of 
the earth about them, deal with the 
south-eastern county of Sussex where 
she lives. 

Her new book, not a novel, is 
likely to be as popular as any of 
them. It is Kitchen Fugue, an 
account of how she learnt to cook in 
wartime. 

That, at least, is roughly what the 
book purports to be. Actually, as 
Miss Kaye-Smith herself says, 
number of other things will intrude. 
. . . But though there will be episodes, 
the subject will return as inevitably 
as in a fugue.” 

And episodes there are; recollections 
of childhood life, childhood parties, 
childhood fears and joys; musings on 
eternity, which perhaps ‘‘bears the 
same relation to time as the cake I 
take out of the oven bears to its 
separate raw ingredients. . .. They 
are all still there—nothing has been 
taken away, but everything is 
changed’’; practical cooking informa- 
tion for the novice; a trenchant sum- 
ming-up of British, French and Am- 
erican cooking and their respective 
merits and defects. 

Miss Kaye-Smith concludes by de- 
scribing the refuge and comfort she 
found in her homely task of epoking 
while under fire, and flying bombs an 
rockets fell around her Sussex home— 
‘when the enemy, having thrown 
everything else at us, finally decided 
to throw the kitchen stove.’ 

“Cannot,” says the author—and 
women everywhere will surely hear 
her cry—‘‘Cannot all the housewives 
of the world combine to ensure that 
in future the kitchen stove is use 
for cooking purposes only?” -

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The Wheat Situation 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


The grain crop on the Canadian 

rairies is now just launched into the 
harvesting season. The brilliant prom- 
ise of a record-breaking crop, prevalent: 
a month ago, has assumed more drab 
hues due to a dry July and, to a lesser 
extent, the buffeting of hail storms. 
Nevertheless Western Canada is going 
to come through with a big crop. One 
private grain firm. has estimated the 
prospective wheat yield at over 500 
miilion bushels, or an average of just 
under 20 bushels to the acre. 

The Alberta Wheat production is 
given at around 172 million bushels. 
World Prospects Improved 
The United States and Canada 
combined may produce 1,600 million 
bushels of' wheat from this year’s crop, 
which is certainly a high yield for 
these two countries. Improved crop 
prospects in Eruope will go some 
distance in ameliorating famine con- 
ditions there. Argentina should come 
through with a much better crop than 
last year, but mixed cenditions prevail 
in Australia. In any event, the pros- 
pects of serious food shortages through- 
out the world have diminished. The 
outlook is much better than it was six 
months ago. The big crops in North 
America will go far in building up 
depleted reserves and providing the 
world with supplies it needs for the 

next 12 months.

Stresses Importance of 
a Farm Bookkeeping 


It may have been unnecessary for 
prairie farmers to keep books forty 
years ago, but today it is a different 
story, declares Dr. J. Greaney, 


Line Elevators Farm Service, in a 


recent bulletin in which he announces 
that farm account books may be 
obtained free from elevator agents. 
Farming is a business, and must be 
based on business principles. Modern 
farmers have greater investments than 
their predecessors, he points out; they 
borrow more money, buy more expen- 
sive equipment; their operating costs 
are higher and their soil fertility lower. 
is therefore highly neces- 
sary, and one means of adding to 
efficiency is to keep accurate and fairly 
complete farm accounts. ‘‘A business 
without book-keeping is like a watch 
without hands,’ says—Dr. Greaney; 
‘it may go, but there is no way of 
telling how well or how badly.”

Pointing out that in one recent week 
“total hog production. figures out of 
all Alberta were 11,100 head’’ distrib- 
uted through six local plants, and that 
an appreciable part of that volume 
moved to the West coast and Eastern 
packers, Hugh W. Allen, President of 
the A.L.C., stated recently that one 
of the larger plants in Alberta was 
“capable of processing approximately 
that volume in two days.” Mr. Allen, 
added, ‘What a contrast, and what 
a waste of equipment and transporta- 
tion facilities, to say nothing of lost 
opportunity, both for meeting the 
world’s needs and stabilizing industry 
in Alberta.’’ ; 

It seemed a great pity that “in the 
one Canadian Province best adapted 
to large scale hog production, condi- 
tions are such that there is no en- 
couragement for the livestock pro- 
ducer to increase production, or even 
maintain it at present levels.’’ 


West ShouldHaveEqualEncouragement 


_If conditions surrounding produc- 
tion of hogs were as favorabie as they 
are in Ontario, ‘“Alberta’s production 
would be as far ahead of Onta&rio as 
it was in 1943 and 1944,”’ the President 
stated.
